years ago, a new street m ap of 
Palm Springs was ready for the 
printer 
this 
week, 
the 
Palm 
Springs C ham ber of Commerce 
announced today. First copies of 
the map will be available early 
next week. 
Meanwhile, orders are being 
taken by the cham ber for im ­ 
printing of the maps w ith nam es 
of hotels, real estate firms, sub­ 
dividers and all other business 
firms having use for the m aps in 
their advertising. Since the costly 
art w ork and preparation of the 
engravings is done for the entire 
press run, w hich is estim ated to 
be between 25,000 and 30,000, the 
cost of the individual firm is little 
more than the per-thousand ex­ 
pense of the maps plus the im ­ 
printing cost. Also, alternate plans 
of printing the backs of the maps 
are provided this year, allowing 
firms greater space for im print 
ing advertising m aterial. 


DURING the past tw o years the 
cham ber of commerce has dis­ 
tributed nearly 30,000 of the free 
street maps, most of them across 
the counter at the headquarters 
office at 310 North Palm Canyon 
drive. This cost is paid from the 
income from dues of the business 
members. 
In addition to the street m ap of 
Palm Springs, which has been 
brought up to date show ing all 
new subdivisions, streets and new 
locations of im portant com m unity 
services, the new publication car­ 
ries a revised “w here to go and 
w hat to do” regional m ap of the 
desert section. This lists the scenic 
attractions around P alm Springs 
and shows the interesting spots of 
the Coachella Valley, Saltón Sea, 
Twenty-N ine Palm s and Morongo 
Valley areas. Pictures of the ou t­ 
standing spots about Palm Springs 
complete the m aterial printed on 
the reverse of the map.

Christian Science 
Lecture Delivered 
Here 


(This is the second in a series 
of six letters in w hich Assem­ 
blym an Philip L. Boyd reports 
to his constituents in Riverside 
county of events at Sacram ento. 
E ditor's Note.) 
Editor, The D esert Sun: 
G overnor 
W arren called the 
special session of the legislature 
to consider a plan proposed by tho 
C ollier Interim com m ittee for the 
developm ent of a m odern state 
and county highw ay system to 
provide greater safety and con­ 
venience for the motorist. En­ 
gineers estim ated that about $900,­ 
000,000 of new m oney would be 
needed before 1960 to m eet the 
critical deficiency of our present 
highw ays and to provide a system 
of freew ays along the m ain routes 
betw een our state borders, and in 
the m etropolitan areas. 
The bill (S.B. 5) now under 
consideration in the legislature 
would increase the gasoline tax 
to 5 cents per gallon, the diesel 
oil tax to 7!z cents per gallon, 
the registration fees to $6 per 
car, add a new $1.50 annual driv­ 
er’s license fee. and a new ton 
mileage tax on trucks. These new 
taxes would produce according 
to estim ate, about $90,000,000 an- 
|. nually. A portion of this new rev- 
■enue would go directly to cities 
and counties for use on their 
roads. The rem ainder would be 
spent on the state highways. All 
counties w ould be required to 
place 
their 
r o a d 
departm ent 
under one road commissioner, a 
qualified 
engineer, 
and 
would 
prepare one budget in place of 
the separate budgets now esti­ 
m ated for each supervisorial dis­ 
trict. 


SO FAR I have received very 
little expressed objection to the 
suggested increased taxes w ith the 
exception of the suggested truck 
tax. R anchers and trucking com­ 
panies are aggressively opposed to 
the ton m ileage m ethod of com­ 
puting truck taxes. 
M ost citizens seem anxious to 
support a road im provem ent pro- • 
kgram . R iverside county in te n 1 
"y ears would receive under the 
plan 
now 
under 
consideration 
about $33,000,000 in state highway 
construction. A nnually it would 
have 
available 
over 
$1,000,000 
(about tw ice its 1946 county road 
funds received from the state). 
Each city would receive two and 
one-half its present state gasoline 
tax revenues. 


UPON OUR RETURN to Sacra­ 
m ento in M arch it is expected 
that the highw ay bills will move 
rapidly through the legislature, 
and th a t they m ay become law 
before the first of A pril. The 
urgency is em phasized in the 
governor’s opening message to the 
legislature in w hich he stated that 
thousands of lives are lost an­ 
nually on California highw ays due 
to congested and dangerous road 
conditions w hich can only be 
elim inated through an extensive 
and expensive program of m od­ 
ernization. 
Riverside county citizens have 
an im portant stake in this legis­ 
lation. I hope they w ill express 
their attitude tow ard the con­ 
tem plated ten year plan now pro­ 
posed.

Deceptive Sense Testimony 
During the late war, some Ameri­ 
can sailors, long adrift on a raft, 
landed on an Island In the southwest 
Pacific. Believing that the natives 
were hostile, and possibly a bar­ 
barous people, the sailors prepared 
to defend themselves as best they 
could In case they were attacked. 
After waiting long for something 
to occur, during which their sense 
ot hunger and thirst became des­ 
perate, the sailors decided upon the 
lesser of two evils; that is, they de­ 
cided to go out In search of food and 
water, come what would. The search 
had barely begun, however, when 
they learned to their joyful surprise 
that the supposedly hostile natives 
were a friendly folk and that their 
only desire was to lend them a help­ 
ing hand. The outcome was that the 
sailors were plentifully supplied with 
food and water and in other ways 
well cared for until they were taken- 
off the island by a searching party 
of fellow Americans. 
Now. I need not tell you that at 
no time were those sailors in danger 
at the hands of the natives, even 
while they believed themselves to be 
Although they knew it not, they 
were In the midst of friends. The 
supposed danger was therefore un­ 
real. They were victims of their own 
mistaken point of 
view. 
Conse­ 
quently, they needed only to learn 
the truth about their supposed pre­ 
dicament In order to be free from 
fear and to have their immediate 
needs supplied. 
Similarly, owing to a finite, ma­ 
terial sense of things, m ankind as a 
whole Is mistakenly believing that 
G ods universe is m aterial; that It 
is peopled by material beings ani­ 
mated by conflicting, selfish motives; 
and that fear and suffering, want 
and woe, war and bloodshed, disas­ 
ter and death, arc inevitable. Owing 
to the spiritual enlightenment which 
Christian Science imparts, however, 
we are learning that God’s universe 
is wholly spiritual; th at it is peopled 
by spiritual Ideas instead of beliefs 
calling 
themselves 
persons 
and 
things; and th at its only law is the 
law of ever-present Life and Truth 
and Love. Referring to this universe 
of reality, this creation of Spirit, 
which pulsates with helpfulness to 
all who are capable of discerning Its 
wholly benevolent nature, the Scrip­ 
ture reads: "And God saw every 
thing th at he had made, and, behold, 
It was very good. . . .

Of thought which is in accord with 
reality—of thought which is capable 
of seeing things as they are Instead 
of as they seem to be—Mrs. Eddy, 
on page 514 of her notable book, 
"Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures," writes as follows:

Love held over all, Daniel felt safe In 
the lions’ den, and Paul proved the 
viper to be harmless. All of God’s 
creatures, moving in the harmony of 
Science, are harmless, useful, Inde­ 
structible. A realization of this grand 
verity was a source of strength to the 
ancient worthies. It supports Chris­ 
tian healing, and enables Its pos­ 
sessor to emulate the example of 
Jesus.” 
The M aster’s Mission 
Several m onths ago, for example, a 
young student of Christian Science 
who had left home to reside In a dis­ 
tan t city found herself in the midst 
of what seemed to be discordant liv­ 
ing and working conditions. 
Ev­ 
erything seemed to be wrong. 
A 
Christian Science practitioner whom 
she consulted told her th at without 
consciousness she would be unaware 
of material conditions either dis­ 
cordant or harmonious. Accordingly, 
It 
was not 
the conditions 
that 
needed to be changed as much as it 
was her m ental attitude toward 
them. 
The practitioner then pointed out 
that God, ever-present good, was the 
only real presence and power any­ 
where at any time, and that Instead 
of fearfully bowing to the supposed 
reality of sense testimony, she should 
rejoice in the divine ever-presence. 
In this way, she would align con­ 
sciousness with spiritual law and be 
liberated. At first It was difficult for 
the student to thank God that. In 
the presence of so much seeming 
discord, she was truly In her right 
place. However, as material belief 
yielded to gratitude based upon spir­ 
itual understanding, the sense of 


home becnme Increasingly harm o­ 
nious, and 
employment 
appeared 
that was in every way satisfactory. 
In keeping with all this, the Bible 
tells us that Jesus came to do the will 
of the Father and to destroy the 
works of the devil By studying the 
Gospels, you 
will find 
that 
the 
Master spent most of his time liber­ 
ating those who believed they were 
in bondage to sin. disease, and death. 
If these evils were real—that is. tf 
they were of God -Jesus would have 
disobeyed God by destroying them. 
But the very fact that the Master 
could and did destroy them proved 
beyond question or room for reason­ 
able doubt th a t God was not their 
author. 
True, God made all that was 
made; but the Bible tells us that God 
made it all "very good.” Are sin, dis­ 
ease, poverty, and death good? Did 
you ever hear anyone say he was 
glad to be wrong, to be sick, or to 
lack necessary food, clothing, and 
shelter? If these and other phases 
ot discord were good, we should be 
glad to have them with us nlways, 
even as we are glad to have any 
good and helpful friend with us al­ 
ways. But ask the slave of wrong­ 
doing. and the bedridden invalid, 
and the person in desperate financial 
need, whether they sec any good In 
sin, sickness, and want, supposedly 
sent from God for some good, help­ 
ful, 
benevolent 
purpose, 
and 
In 
which, according to such reasoning, 
they should be glad to remain. 
Ls it not self-evident that, if God 
were directly or indirectly responsible 
for evil, If He were In any way as­ 
sociated with hum an suffering, the 
cries of mankind for relief would be 
useless, and th at Christian Science, 
medicine, surgery, philanthropy, or 
any other m ethod of treatm ent to 
which one m ight appeal for help, 
would be illegitimate? Do you not 
see that none of us would even aspire 
to recover, to reform, or to rise above 
discouragement and failure, lest we 
should find ourselves fighting against 
God? But—thanks to Mrs. Eddy— 
we are learning that error and not 
Truth, material belief and not spirit­ 
ual enlightenment, Is responsible for 
all the discord 
and suffering on 
earth, and Christian Science ls show­ 
ing us how to resist and overcome 
error and its chief agent, fear. 
Resisting Evil 
While out for a stroll one day, I 
heard a commotion on the street be­ 
hind me. Turning about, I saw a cat 
running In my direction, pursued by 
a dog. Presently, another dog ap­ 
peared on the scene, cutting oil re­ 
treat. Faced by this dilemma, the 
cat started to crass the roadway at 
a point where two trolley cars, going 
in opposite directions, were about to 
pass each other. The predicament 
seemed to be a desperate one; but. 
Instead of perm itting herself to be 
rushed to almost certain destruc­ 
tion under the car wheels, the cat, 
like the sailors, chase the lesser of 
two evils—that Is, she turned sud­ 
denly, 
faced 
her 
pursuers, 
and 
courageously stood her ground. Sur­ 
prised by the unexpected change In 
events, the dogs came to an abrupt 
stop, barked loudly for a while, got 
Into an argum ent between them­ 
selves, and, still growling at each 
other, finally slunk away, leaving 
the cat sitting there on the pave­ 
m ent unharmed, and, to appearance 
at least, undLsturbed. 
Now, like the dogs chasing the 
frightened 
cat, 
evil 
suggestion— 
whether It call itself fear, worry, I 
sickness, 
unhappiness, 
unemploy­ 
ment, lack, discouragement, failure, 
death—will 
doggedly pursue and 
threaten to destroy us just so long 
as we believe in, fear, and run away 
from It as If it were real. But evil ls 
never good, hence not of God; con­ 
sequently It must be unreal or un­ 
true. It ls therefore your divine right 
to turn upon and mentally and fear­ 
lessly resist the belief In the sup­ 
posed reality of evil—a belief which, 
although universally submitted to as 
a law, Is not and never will be law— 
It ls your divine right to resist that 
belief and be free. 
Knowing that 
evil—whether appearing In the guise 
of material pleasure, pain, or power 
—becomes impotent when, In the 
light of God’s all-pervading, ever­ 
present love, we recognize its un­ 
reality and fearlessly denounce It, 
the apostle wrote, "Resist the devil, 
and he will flee from you." 
Gratitude is Prayer 
Accordingly, prayer as understood 
In Christian Science ls not an appeal 
to the Giver of all good to do more 
th an He has already done, nor to 
grant the special request of a peti­ 
tioner. Rather is it joyful recogni­ 
tion and humble, prayerful, childlike 
affirmation of the eternal fact that 
God has already done all things well; 
th a t where evil seems to be there Is 
always the presence, activity, and 
power of God, good True prayer en­ 
ables us to look through and beyond 
this mystified hum an sense of things 
into the rarefied 
atmosphere of 
spiritual reality, where we sec things 
as they are, and not as they seem to 
be. In the words of Isaiah, deliver­ 
ing God’s message to mankind: "For, 
behold, I create new heavens and a 
new earth: and the former shall not 
be remembered, nor come Into mind. 
B ut be ye glad and rejoice for ever 
in th at which I create: for, behold, X 
create Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her 
people a Joy.” And who would not 
rejoice In the glad discovery, and 
continue to rejoice in the eternal 
fact, thaL-sen.se testimony to the 
contrary notwithstanding—good Is 
ever present, Infinite, all? 
This prayer of joy and gratitude, 
rebuking and rising above sense 
testimony, demonstrates that men 
need not be out of health, happiness 
home, friends, employment, money, 
nor anything else th a t ls necessary 
and good, so long as they under­ 
stand spiritually th a t man (God’s 
idea) can never be outside the realm 
of God, infinite good, nor be any­ 
thing less than perfect. God has not 
made a poor man nor a failure any 
more than He has made a sick man 
or a sinner. Therefore, If obeyed, the 
sam e divine Principle which Chris­ 
tian Scientists Invoke dally In their 
own and others’ behalf to silence 
pain, heal a broken heart, or restore 
wasted tissue of the body, may surely 
be depended upon also to replenish a 
depleted purse. The Psalmist sang, 
"No good thing will he (Godl with­ 
hold from them th at walk uprightly.” 
And Jesus said, "If ye abide In me, 
and my words abide In you, ye shall 


ask w hat ye will, and It shall be done 
unto you." These passages Indicate 
that the fulfilling of God’s prom­ 
ises is Inseparable from loving obedi­ 
ence to divine law. the law of infinite 
Spirit or ever-present good. 
Opportunity ami Supply 
Surely, there is no more concord 
between Christianity and poverty 
than there Is between Christianity 
and any other phase of discord and 
limitation, sin, disease, and death 
included! W hatever seemed to be 
the human need of those who called 
upon him for help, Jesus demon­ 
strated God’s willingness and God’s 
ability to meet that need and to 
meet it Instantaneously. HLs at-one- 
ment with the law of Love made this 
possible. 
Accordingly, 
Mrs. 
Eddy 
writes on page 494 of Science and 
Health, "Divine Love always has met 
and always will meet every human 
need." And, Is not one of our greatest 
needs to awaken to the truth that 
God’s reflection, man, has no lack 
because God has none? Argue the 
senses what they will. God Is ever 
saying to His idea or image and like­ 
ness (one’s real and only self), "Son. 
thou a rt ever w ith me, and all th at 
I have ls thine." 
Although God ls a respecter of 
spirituality, He is not a respecter of 
persons. The divine Mind could have 
no favorites. Principle must regard 
one Idea or reflection as Highly as 
another. If some persons should ap­ 
pear to be sharing more abundantly 
In good than others, this would not 
be due to divine discrimination, but 
to the activity In human conscious­ 
ness of divine law, a law which, 
Christian Science reveals, ls ever 
present and as available to all as 
It ls to one. B ut In order that di­ 
vine law may become operative In 
our behalf, we must be loving and 
meek. We must be joyfully expectant 
of good. We m ust lay claim humbly 
and Importunately to all that ls in­ 
cluded in man’s birthright as the 
son or Idea of God, who gives us do­ 
minion, not over supposed outward 
circumstances and things, but over 
a mortally m ental sense of the uni­ 
verse, including man. Referring to 
this, Mrs. Eddy tells us on page 8ti 
of Science and Health that "mortal 
mind sees what it believes as cer­ 
tainly as It, believes what It sees. 
It feels, hears, and sees Its own 
thoughLs." 


Ovrrroming Limitation 
Some time ago. for example, while 
motoring with a friend through a 
public park In one of our large, mid­ 
western cities, I saw a beautiful 
polar bear going through a series ot 
motions from which, I learned, he 
never deviated. Year in and year out, 
the bear had taken three or four 
steps forward and, without turning, 
the sam e number backward, hun­ 
dreds of times a day, with tedious 
regularity. When asked for an ex­ 
planation, the keeper said that the 
animal had grown up in a cage that 
permitted him to take only those few 
steps In either direction. Although 
he was then at liberty to roam where 
he would in a large, rugged, outdoor 
inclosure, including a pool of water 
only a few yards nway, the bear, In 
bondage to the sense of limitation, 
believed still th a t he had room 
enough for those few steps only. 
Like the bear, are not most per­ 
sons In bondage, more or less, to the 
belief of limitation? Are not many 
of its saying to ourselves fearfully 
that we are incapnble of doing thLs. 
unworthy of undertaking that, or too 
old to attem pt the other? Christian 
Science, however, is showing man­ 
kind how to throw off the small- 
cage habit. Instead of telling us to 
bow submissively to suggestions of 
limited 
health, limited happiness, 
limited 
opportunity, limited abil­ 
ity, limited Income, and so forth, this 
Science encourages us to face fear­ 
lessly th e foe calling itself limitation, 
In the assurance th at error or ma­ 
terial sense ls never real or true 
plead for recognition as It will. 
Though the sun seems to rise and 
set, wc know It 1s the earth turning. 
Though the earth seems to be fiat, 
we know it ls round. Though, at the 
horizon, ships seem to disappear In 
the sea, we know th at unseen to us 
they continue on their way, Our 
great need ls to be awake spiritually 
to the unreality of all sense testi­ 
mony, w ith its lying limitations, and 
cheerfully, confidently, expectantly 
fix our gaze on spiritual reality, i 
which ls ever-present, unchangeable, 
unlimited good, and to which fear, 
sin, disease, sorrow, poverty, failure, 
discouragement, disaster, and death 
are unknown. And whatever ls true 
about God must be equally true 
about th e divine Idea or God’s Image 
or reflection. And of course It will 
be proved true about you and me Just 
to the extent th at we recognize our 
only true existence to be th a t divine 
Image or reflection. 
Love Is Law 
Let It be understood clearly, how­ 
ever, th a t the religion of Christian 
Science cannot be used for the pri­ 
m ary purpose of making bad per­ 
sons good, sick persons well, old per­ 
sons young, poor persons prosperous, 
nor for any other narrow, selfish 
purpose, although such healings are 
necessary 
and 
inevitable 
effects. 
Primarily, the religion of Christian 
Science can be used for one purpose 
only; namely, for acquainting one­ 
self and others w ith God, infinite 
good. Knowiig, however, th at God 
rewards humanly those who make 
the pursuit of heavenly riches their 
chief aim In life, Jesus said, “Seek 
ye first th e kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things 
[hum an necessities] shall be added 
unto you.” Accordingly, It ls not or­ 
ganization, nor financing, nor pa­ 
tronage th a t ls fundamentally Im­ 
portant to one’s success In life, but 
loving, unselfish, spiritual recogni­ 
tion of m an ’s unity with God and of 
G od’s Impartial, unchanging love 
for His Idea, man. In the light of 
this divine law, we see th at every 
child, m an. and woman, understood 
spiritually and scientifically as an 
Impersonal. Incorporeal Idea of di­ 
vine Principle, Mind, stands before 
the Almighty with an equal right to 
not only health and happiness, but 
to opportunity and achievement. It 
la our sacred privilege to demon­ 
strate this spiritual fact, and Chris­ 
tian Science shows us how. 
The Scriptures exhort us to love 
our neighbor as ourselves. 
This 
means, of course, th a t we should re­ 
joice over the good that comes te 


ethers as wholeheartedly as we re­ 
joice over the good that comes to as 
Therefore, the surest way to Invite 
one’s own failure ls to look for and 
count upon tho failure of others; 
and, contrariwise, the surest way to 
succeed oneself ls by prayerfully 
recognizing one’s neighbor's divine 
right to succeed, by encouraging him 
In his endeavors, and by rejoicing 
with him when he does succeed 
"All things whatsoever ye would 
th at men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them ; for this is the law 
and the prophets," said Jesus. When 
mundane affairs are ordered In ac­ 
cordance with the Golden Rule, the 
law of Love, th e fear, discord, and 
strife so commonly associated with 
human relationships will cease. Then 
we shall see th a t success In business 
and other legitimate pursuits de­ 
pends not upon human competition, 
but 
upon 
neighborly, 
brotherly, 
Christian co-operation. 


Giving and Receiving 
Some time ago, for example, a 
salesman who ls a student of C hris­ 
tian Science asked the sales manager 
why his company was not serving, 
through its soft-drink vending m a­ 
chines, a near-by Navy training sta ­ 
tion, one of the largest in America. 
The manager replied th at he as well 
as several of his salesmen had vis­ 
ited the station time and again, but 
th at none of them had succeeded In 
placing their 
product. 
He added 
that, so far as he was concerned. It 
would be a waste of time for anyone 
to make further attempts so long as 
the officer In command remained. In 
other words, they would have to wait 
until this officer was either tran s­ 
ferred or replaced. 
Confident of his ability, through 
the law of Love, to succeed where 
others had failed, the Christian Sci­ 
entist quickly sought an interview 
with the officer referred to. On his 
way out, he thought to himself th at 
the only way by which others could 
recognize 
the 
Godlike 
qualities 
which he reflected was for them to 
meet him, and th at the only way 
by which he could recognize the 
Godlike qualities which others re­ 
flected was for him to meet them. 
On that basis, he would help them 
and they would help him. 
The outcome was that the officer 
and 
salesman 
became 
staunch 
friends, the way was opened for the 
salesman’s company to serve the sta ­ 
tion adequately, and the station It­ 
self became one of the company’s 
largest outlets. 
The Installation ls 
now being used by the company as a 
model In terms of both volume of 
sales and efficiency of service. 
In order to determine how clearly 
the pupils of a Christian Science 
Sunday School class understood the 
law of Love. I asked them one Sun­ 
day morning w hat would be their 
attitude toward a playmate who, for 
example, should appear among them 
with a pretty new dress, new hat, 
new shoes, and so on, even though 
they should seem at the tim e not to 
have anything nearly so new nor so 
pretty. W ithout a moment’s hesita­ 
tion, a tiny girl replied, "I’d be glad 
she had them." Here was no com­ 
petition, no envy, no rivalry! T hat 
dear child had learned early and well 
what the M aster meant when he 
said. "Give, and It shall be given 
unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and run­ 
ning over, shall men give Into your 
bosom. For with the same measure 
that ye mete w ithal it shall be meas­ 
ured to you again." She had learned 
that, in order to receive, the closed 
hand must first be opened to give. 
Would you question for a moment 
whether any needed thing could be 
withheld 
from 
such spontaneous, 
clear-sighted, 
scientific 
unselfish­ 
ness? 
It may not always be humanly 
passible for us to give money and 
other material things, but we can 
always give an understanding smile, 
or an encouraging word, or a helping 
hand. The world needs kindness and 
consideration more than it needs m a­ 
terial things, and every one of us has 
an abundance of It to give: for the 
supply ls Inexhaustible. By helping 
others we shall find that others will 
help us. This Is Inevitable, because 
It Ls In accord w ith divine law, the 
law of ever-present good, the law of 
Love. 
The Modus Operand! 
According to Christian 8clencc, 
then, ever-present, changeless good 
ls and always will be the basis, start­ 
ing point, or divine Principle of true 
thought and demonstration. To hu­ 
m an sense, however, this fact must 
be a revelation or discovery. The 
dawning upon hum an consciousness 
of the Idea of ever-present good ls 
the appearing of Christ, Truth, even 
th at which Jesus came to reveal and 
exemplify. This 
divine appearing 
constitutes Christian Science prac­ 
tice, and brings about in human ex­ 
perience that which ts known as 
healing. 
Fundamentally, 
however, 
this process is not the healing of sick 
persons and sinners, nor of persons 
who believe they are sick and sin­ 
ning, but It is the dispelling of a 
false personal sense of existence by 
one’s spiritual recognition of the 
glorious fact th at the divine Idea, 
the Chrlst-m an, which Ls the truth 
about every person or finite concept, 
has never been sick nor a sinner, 
discouraged nor a failure. The power 
which accompanies this recognition 
of reality ls Irresistible. It opens wide 
the floodgates of omnipotence. It 
ushers hum an consciousness into the 
very presence of God. 
In other words, the method or 
modus opcrandi of Christian Sci­ 
ence healing is the a rt of m aintain­ 
ing, through meekness and love, 
such a clear, unobstructed outlook 
upon spiritual reality that the mes­ 
merism of castomary, popular belief, 
scientifically termed mortal mind or 
animal magnetism, cannot becloud 
our thinking In th e guise of fear 
and confusion and thereby prevent 
us from steadfastly recognizing ever­ 
present good. This recognition, that 
the substance of whatever truly ex­ 
ists ls ever-present. Invisible, spirit­ 
ual good, brings Into practical mani­ 
festation th at which promotes har­ 
mony In present hum an experience 
I t ls evidence th at we understand 
the perfect nature of God, man, and 
the universe. It prc cs that we know 
how to demonstrate the divine Prin­ 
ciple of being. Mrs. Eddy makes this 
clear on pages 476 and 477 of Science 
and 
Health, 
where 
she 
writes: 
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“Jesus beheld In Science the perfect 
man, who appeared to him where 
sinning mortal man appears to mor­ 
tals. In this perfect man the Saviour 
saw God's own likeqess, and this 
correct view of man healed the sick.” 
In order to illustrate the present 
availability of this healing power I 
should like to tell you about the fol­ 
lowing incident. Several months ago, 
the parents of a young soldier were 
notified that their son was serioasly 
ill In an Army hospital. Through 
the good offices of The Mother 
Church, the parents got In touch 
with the 
local Christian Science 
Wartime Minister, who went to the 
hospital and healed the boy quickly 
on the basis th at the real or spiritual 
man ts not a material person either 
sick or well, but the Impersonal, In­ 
corporeal Idea or reflection of divine 
Principle, God. 
On the following 
morning, the surprised but pleased 
medical officer In charge found the 
boy well and permitted him to re­ 
port for duty. 


Not Words, but Works 


In view of all this, I hope you can 
see th a t It ls not only right for 
Christians to heal hum an discord 
and suffering In the way th at Jesua 
healed them, but that It ls Insepa­ 
rable 
from Christian discipleshlp. 
What, for example, would be thought 
about one who, although claiming to 
be a lawyer, should be unable to pre­ 
pare a case thoroughly, argue per­ 
suasively In court, or sum up befora 
a Jury? Or, what would be thought 
about one who, although claiming to 
be a musician, should be unable to 
play an instrum ent of any sort? Or, 
what would be thought about one 
who, although claiming to be an 
architect, should be unable to draw 
up n set of plans nnd specifications? 
Even so, writes James, "faith, if It 
hath not works, is dead, being alone.

May we now accept Christianity In 
theory, but reject It In practice? The

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Desert Museum Notes 


The films to be shown Tues­ 
day, February 8, will consist of 
"The American Horse,” in color, 
the second half of the horse 
movie scheduled for showing two 
weeks ago but not received. This 
deals with the various types of 
horses developed by the Ameri­ 
cans, including the palomino, the 
polo pony, the pinto, among 
others. The second film will be on 
"Aphids,” those almost micro­ 
scopic insect pests of our gar­ 
dens, and the third movie will be 
those pictures taken on recent 
m u s e u m hikes to Dripping 
Springs, the Saltón Sea, and to 
Joshua Tree National Monument. 
All three films will be unreeled 
at 8 p.m. in the El Paseo theatre. 
Doors open at 7. 
BEFORE a capacity house last 
Saturday night, John Hilton, fa­ 
mous artist and mineralogist, 
spoke on "Unknown Sinaloa, 
Mexico,” showing his color slides. 
Highlight of the informal talk was 
his story of tracking down the 
lost amethyst mines, and the 
search for the still unfound Emer­ 
ald mines, lost since the days of 
the Spanish conquistadores. Hil­ 
ton also showed pictures of his 
new home that he purchased in 
Sinaloa for only 82,000. After the 
talk, he was bombarded with 
questions relative to such low real 
estate costs. The people whom he 
met who had never heard of 
Hitler, were encountered en route 
to the amethyst mines. The guest 
speaker next Saturday will be 
Winfield Line of this village, 
showing color movies of our 
Western National Parks. 
FOURTEEN CARS and 74 per­ 
sons made the museum-conducted 
hike to remote Hidden Springs 
palm oasis near the Saltón Sea 
last Saturday. It was a hot day, 
but in spite of this, the entire 
group got to the palms in good 
time. About half of the group 
continued on up the more rugged 
portion of the trip into Grotto 
canyon, where flashlights have to 
be used because of the darkness. 
The ocotillo and ground-cherry 
(Physalis) were in full bloom. The 
trip next Saturday will be up to 
Snow Creek Falls in the San Ja­ 
cinto mountains. 
FOR THREE DAYS the where­ 
abouts of a Desert Night snake, 
one of the live creatures on dis­ 
play in the museum's little zoo, 
was unknown. It had managed to 
knock the cover off its jar and 
had utterly vanished. Then, just 
prior to John Hilton's lecture, the 
director went into the museum s 
closet to get the movie screen. 
There, coiled up right around 


the handle of the beaded screen, 
was the lost snake! The Desert 
Night snake had been found, and 
is now back on display in his 
jar, with a much more secure 
lid, this time. 
TWO ADDITIONS to the zoo 
' were made on the Saturday Hid­ 
! den Springs hike. One was a very 
young Chuckawalla, caught at the 
springs by Kceford Shea. The 
'other was a young Desert Uta, a 
type of beautifully marked lizard, 
which was captured in Grotto can­ 
yon by Miss Edith Ludewig. Both 
are now to be viewed at the 
museum. 
OF LOCAL INTEREST is the 
appearance this month of an ar­ 
ticle on Dripping Springs, appear­ 
ing in this month's Desert Spot­ 
light magazine, and one on the 
Pacific Dogwood in the February 
i issue of Yosemite Nature Notes, 
both written by the museum di- 
1 rector, Lloyd Mason Smith. Mr. 
1 Smith also had an article on the 
I Joshua Tree in the January issue 
i of Arizona Highways.

strength in supporting new school 
construction than other Southern 
California communities which 
have passed school bonds in the 
past two years. "It is taken for 
granted now that school bonds 
will pass in California communi­ 
ties if the issues are at all reas­ 
onable,” the high school principal 
said. "The only question is by 
what margin they will pass.” 
POLLING PLACES for next 
Tuesday’s election will be located 
as follows: 
For Palm Springs: Frances ¡ 
Stevens school. 
For Cathedral City: Cathedral 
City school. 
For Desert Hot Springs: Im- 
i provement association hall. 
1 For Thousand Palms: Edom 
school. 
Registered voters may vote at 
these polling places between 
12:00 noon and 6:00 p.m. next 
Tuesday. The trustees ask voters 
in all districts to be sure to vote 
for both the elementary and high 
school issues. Two votes are re­ 
quired because the issues are for 
separate school districts. 
IN TALKS to taxpayers in be­ 
half of the bond issue, Miss Kath­ 
ryn Finehey, Desert school dis­ 
trict superintendent, has pointed 
to the rapid growth of the school 
population in Palm Springs and 
the present need of new school 
buildings. 
Dr. Ernest E. Oertel, speaking 
for the high school district, has 
talked chiefly in terms of financ­ 
ing needed school plant expan­ 
sion. He has pointed out that tax­ 
payers will benefit if the bonds 
are voted now while interest 
rates are still low, also that pas­ 
sage of the bonds will not mean 
a higher combined tax rate for 
the two districts. On the contrary, 
he cites records which he says 
have been checked in the county 
auditor’s office to show that the 
combined tax rate for the next 
year will be at least four cents 
less than the present rate. 
THIS IS DUE, he explains, to 
the fact that the local districts 
will change from a pay-as-you-go 
basis for financing construction 
to the serial bond issue method 
of getting revenue for permanent 
buildings. The proposed method 
will spread the cost over a period 
of 25 years, thus easing the bur­ 
den to present taxpayers and re­ 
quiring those who will be using 
the buildings 15 or 20 years hence 
to help pay for them. 
Miss Finchey’s arguments are 
summarized as follows: 
1. The schools are growing 
rapidly and new building needs 
are acute. 
2. Existing plants are over­ 
crowded to the point where the 
effectiveness of instruction is im­ 
paired. 
, 
3. The r e s i d e n t s of Palm 
Springs want their schools to be 
well-organized and well-equipped 
so they will be cultural and eco­ 
nomic assets to the community. 
4 The school trustees have 
sound building programs under 
way and they should have the 
support of the public on these 
calls for needed revenue. 
Dr. Oertel's arguments in sup-

port of the issues are summarized 
as follows: 
1. Since school building expan­ 
sion is inevitable it is good busi­ 
ness to vote bonds now while in­ 
terest rates are low. 
2. The cost of new buildings 
should be spread over a period 
of years and the bond issue is 
the best means of achieving this 
objective. 
3. Palm Springs can well afford 
to pay for these bonds. 
THE INTEREST R A T E on 
school bonds is increasing. River­ 
side high school district sold 
bonds in 1945 at 1 and 1V*%- 
Corona and Indio sold in 1946 at 
IV¿ and 1 Vi %. Perris sold in 1946 
at~2 %. Palo Verde Valley schools 
sold on February 1, 1947 at 3%. 
Probably money for school build­ 
ing needs will not be available 
again for a long time at such low 
cost. The interest on bonds may 
again reach the 5% level. 
The interest rate on many out­ 
standing school bonds in River­ 
side county is between 2 and 
2 '2 %. Some persons conversant 
in the school bond field think 
that at this moment Palm Springs 
could sell its two issues totaling 
$1,500,000 for around 2% and 
collect a $30,000 premium. 
IT IS EASY to see why the 
boards of trustees consider it 
just plain “good business” to get 
this money now. 
Although it is expected the 
bonds will sell at approximately 
27c. the board in figuring costs 
to the taxpayer is using a 2V6% 
rate At 2 Vi %, each issue of bonds 
wi.fl cost $18,1 i t for the first 
year and $750 less each year until 
each issue runs out. 
Thus the cost of retiring the 
bonds and paying for the interest 
for the first year will cost each 
district $48,750. It wiU take a 33c 
rate for the high school to meet 
this expense, and the cost in the 
elementary district will be ap­ 
proximately the same. 
THE DESERT school district 
now has a total tax rate of $1.50 
If the proposed bond issue pas­ 
ses, the tax will drop to 90c be­ 
cause there will be no reason for 
continuing a special building tax 
of 60c used in recent years by 
this district to provide buildings 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. For the 
next school year, then, the Des­ 
ert school district total tax would 
be $1.23 or 27c less than it is now. 
The local high school tax is 
now 75c. The high school district 
has been accumulating an aver­ 
age of about $25,000 each year for 
building purposes out of its reg­ 
ular tax money. With building 
funds provided by a bond issue, 
the high school tax rate could be 
safely cut by 10c if this annual 
surplus were to be eliminated. 
W ith 27c saved in the ele­ 
mentary school district tax rate 
and 10c in the high school rate, 
the 33c first-year cost of the high 
school bonds could be paid and 
a savings of 4c in the combined 
tax rate effected. 
THERE IS A POSSIBILITY 
that the Desert school district will 
cut its tax rate for the next fiscal 
year to 80c. In such case there 
would be an additional savings to 
taxpayers, but in any case the 
total school tax rate following 
passage of the school bond issues 
will be reduced by at least 4c. 
The proposed bonds provide the 
cheapest method of providing 
needed school buildings. The first 
year cost on the total of $1,900,­ 
000 for both districts even at the 
2 Vii% interest rate will be 66c 
on the hundred dollars, which, to­ 
gether with budget provisions for 
current expenditures, will give a 
combined total school levy of 4c 
less than taxpayers are now pay­ 
ing. As principal decreases and 
assessed valuations become higher 
the cost will decrease correspond­ 
ingly over the 25-year period. 
It is good business to vote yes 
on these bonds.

Springs high school by n ex t fall 
arc assured by recent action of 
the high school board of trustees. 
A contract for H ercules steel 
grandstands for the football field 
was signed by the P.S.H.S. board 
of trustees w ith the Education 
Equipm ent company of Los A n­ 
geles at the m onthly m eeting held 
Tuesday, February 11. 


TH E GRANDSTANDS, w ith a 
seating capacity of 2,664 w ill cost 
$11,174.60 plus sales tax . Two sec­ 
tions 
will provide 
seating for 
2,064 persons along 258 feet of 
the south side of the field. Sev­ 
enty-five feet of steel-substruc- 
ture stands w ill hold 600 spec­ 
tators on th e north side of the 
gridiron. 
T he tw elve-tier bleachers are 
to be completed w ithin 90 days 
of th e signing of the contract. 


TH E BLEACHERS are costing 
$3.40 per seat, allowing 18 inches 
per person, plus installation of 
the concrete base, w hich w ill be 
$1700, and an added $417 for pro­ 
tective railings.

THE SIDEWINDER 
(Part One) 
Of all the many anim als w hich 
inhabit the desert, none aroused 
more 
interest 
and 
more 
m is­ 
understanding 
than 
the ra ttle ­ 
snake, 
and 
here in 
the 
I aim 
Springs area, it is that small ra t­ 
tler, 
the 
sidewinder, 
that 
in ­ 
trigues the visitor. Most people 
have an inborn fear of snakes, 
and of the rattlesnakes in p a r­ 
ticular: 
this is only natural. 
It 
is a m eans of self-preservation, 
for if there were no such fear, 
many more people would be b it­ 
ten. 
Odd though it m ay sound, 
if you have never before in your 
whole lifetim e heard the w arning 
rattle of this snake, you will in ­ 
stantly recognize it the very m o­ 
m ent you hear it . . . and be able 
to 
distinguish 
it 
above 
m any 
other extraneous louder sounds 
of the wild. 
Call it instinct, or 
w hatever you w ant to, but ex ­ 
plain it you cannot. It is a sound 
once heard, never forgotten. 


THERE are so many m isstate­ 
m ents of fact regarding rattlers, 
and 
especially 
the 
sidew inder, 
that w here to begin to correct 
them is a problem. First, in re ­ 
gard to the string of rattles on 
the end of the snake’s tail, so 
characteristic of the reptile. These 
rattles are never used as a m ating 
device, to attract the female, as 
many people believe. 
Nor are 
they ever used to decoy or hypno­ 
tise prey, as fiction w riters d e ­ 
scribe. No, the purpose of these 
rattles is sim ply that of w arning, 
to protect the snake itself from 
being injured or killed. 
Laurence M. K lauber of San 
Diego, one of the acknowledged 
authorities on rattlesnakes, b e ­ 
lieves that the rattle was d e ­ 
veloped entirely to keep the bison 
(s o - - c a l l e d 
“buffalo”) 
th at 
sw arm ed across our plains by the 
millions not so long ago, from 
tram pling upon them . 
For th e 
bison is such a large beast th a t 
the bite of a rattler would only 
make it sick, not kill it; w hereas 
a sudden buzzing sound em anat­ 
ing from the deep grass w here 
the bison grazed, would startle it 
enough to m ake it shy away from 
the snake. 
In this way, both 
creatures would benefit. The ra t­ 
tler would not be crushed to 
death under careless hooves, and 
the buffalo would not be m ade 
sick and a prey to subsequent 
wolves and coyotes. 


IT'S QUITE certain that the 
rattles were developed long b e­ 
fore th e appearance of m an on 
this continent. Now they’re used 
to scare-off any larger creature 


that threatens them ; for a ra t­ 
tler just doesn’t attack anything 
that comes along, for the sheer 
delight of biting. 
R ather, he is 
very conservative of his venom , 
and never w astes it needlessly. 


Contrary to belief, the poison 
of the ra ttle r is used first and 
foremost to obtain food. 
O ther 
snakes, like the racers, run dow n 
their prey. 
The gopher snakes 
and king snakes stalk their prey 
and crush it to death. 
B ut the 
rattler is n eith er a -sw ift-m over 
nor a constrictor. 
He m ust rely 
entirely upon his venom to get 
his food. 
B y lying in w ait, at 
dusk or after dark, he w aits until 
some hapless mouse chances near; 
then he quickly 
strikes 
as 
it 
passes. If h e w ere so foolish to 
strike at everything, he w ould 
soon exhaust his supply (it takes 
nearly two w eeks to replenish to 
capacity), and w ould then neces­ 
sarily go hungry. Only secondar- 
ilv docs the ra ttle r use his poison 
to kill an enem y to protect itself. 
That's the purpose of the rattles: 
to scare aw ay intruders, to p re­ 
serve his precious poison. 
W hy 
else would a snake sound-off, giv­ 
ing himself aw ay so that he can 
be 
dispatched 
by 
the 
nearest 
human? 


MUCH CONFUSION has arisen 
in regard to the num ber of ra t­ 
tles in a string. You will often 
hear people m aintain that to tell 
the correct age of a rattler, all 
you need do is count the num ber 
of rattles on his tail. This is a 
gross exaggeration. 
As a m atter 
of fact, a new rattle is added 
every time th e snake sheds his 
skin, and if th ere is enough food 
available, one snake may cast­ 
off his skin as m any as 5 or 6 
times in one year, thus adding 
that many rattles to his string! 
On the average, how ever, prob­ 
ably about 2 rattles are added 
each year, so th at you could get 
an approxim ate age by dividing 
the num ber in the string by two.
